TOWN OF SUGAR HILL 
TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New Hampshire, Tuesday 
the eleventh day of March, 1986 A.D. at 7:30 PM to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Moderator for a term of two years, a Selectman fora 
term of three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment for a 
term of five years, three persons for a term of one year each to act as Appointing Authority to 
appoint temporary members to the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, 
death, or absence of any permanent member or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term of 
three years, and a Trustee of Carolina Crapo Trust Funds for a term of six years. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will adopt the following resolution: 


WHEREAS there have been times during the past annual meetings when we have felt the 
need for more thorough explanation of articles before us and, 

WHEREAS we do not wish to be rushed into a vote merely for the sake of establishing a record 
for short meetings, and, 

WHEREAS the Board of Selectmen, having entered the articles in the Warrant, is the most 
logical body to give such explanation, 

BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED that we, the people of the Town of Sugar Hill, in annual 
meeting assembled, do direct the Moderator to call upon the Board of Selectmen, or a member 
thereof, to give a thorough explanation of any article requiring an appropriation of money before 
that article is voted upon. 


ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to establish an elective office to be known as 
Cemetery Sexton. Said officer to be manager, under the Board of Selectmen, of cemetery affairs 
of the town. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to draw on the Cemetery 
Trust Funds as may be needed for cemetery maintenance and to raise and appropriate a further 
$2,000.00 for that purpose. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to purchase fire hose and 
fittings and raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for the same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars, ($2,000.00) to be placed in the Fire Pond Capital Reserve Fund, and to authorize the 
board of selectmen to expend such sums as may be necessary for fire ponds from that fund. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in the Unemployment Compensation Capital Reserve Fund, and 
to authorize the board of selectmen to expend such sums as may be necessary for unemployment 
compensation from that fund. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of 
maintaining the inlet and outlet of Coffin Pond and for maintenance, in a neat and attractive 
manner, of the pond and shoreline owned by the town, and to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 for 
this purpose. And to authorize the board of selectmen, with the cooperation of the Conservation 
Commission, to expend such sums as may be necesary for that purpose, from the fund. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive and spend 
monies which may be received from Federal and State Agencies, including the 1986 Highway 
Block Grant. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate all of the funds to be received from 
Federal Revenue Sharing in 1986 for Meetinghouse repair and to authorize the Selectmen to 
expend said funds for that purpose. (Approximately $8,549.00). 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Hundred 
Twenty-five dollars, ($825.00) to be the Town’s share of an engineering study for a regional solid 
waste incinerator, and authorize the Selectmen to expend the funds. 


ARTICLE 13. (By petition) We the undersigned voters of Sugar Hill, hereby petition the 
selectmen to place the following article on the warrant for the March, 1986 Sugar Hill town 
meeting in accordance with RSA 39:3. 

The following question shall be voted by ballot in accordance with RSA 669:13. 


“Shall the non-partisan ballot system which provides for the election of town officers by secret 
ballot be adopted by this town? YES or NO” 


ARTICLE 14. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to designate as scenic roads the 
following town highways. The effect of this designation will be to restrict the repair, 
maintenance, reconstruction, or paving work done and also the cutting or removal of trees and 
the tearing down or destruction of stone walls: 


A. Lafayette Road from Sunset Road to the Franconia/Sugar Hill town line. 

B. Birches Road from the Episcopal Church on Route 117 to O’Brian Road. 

C. Grandview Road from Center District Road to Lover’s Lane. 

D. Lover’s Lane from Route 117 at the Community Church to Route 117 at Justice 
Stewart’s House. 

E. Blake Road from Route 117 to the white gate beyond Mr. Howard’s driveway. 
F. Pear! Lake Road from Route 117 to the Lisbon town line. 


ARTICLE 15. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to designate as scenic roads the 
following town highways. The effect of this designation will be to restrict the repair, 
maintenance, reconstruction, or paving work done and also the cutting or removal of trees and 
the tearing down or destruction of stone walls: 

A. Lafayette Road from Sunset Road to the Franconia/Sugar Hill town line. 

B. Birches Road from the Episcopal Church on Route 117 to O’Brian Road. 

C. Grandview Road from Center District Road to Lover’s Lane. 

D. Lover’s Lane from Route 117 at the Community Church to Route 117 at Justice 

Stewart’s House. 

E. Blake Road from Route 117 to Center District Road alsoknown as Jesseman Road. 

F. Pearl Lake Road from Route 117 to the Lisbon town line. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one percent (1%) to be made 
to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a period of three weeks from the date 
of the tax bill. 


ARTICLE 18. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, transportation 
and production of high level radioactive waste in the town of Sugar Hill, N.H. and State of New 
Hampshire; and call upon Congress to conduct an independent investigation with full public 
participation into the feasibility and prudence of the US Department of Energy’s (DOE’s) 
present plan to dispose of radioactive waste and into the DOE’s competence to carry out such a 
plan. 

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the Governor of New Hampshire, 
the New Hampshire Congressional Delegation, and to the President of the United States. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to designate the Moderator as the person to 
transmit the record of the vote on Article 18 to the persons named therein. 


ARTICLE 20. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

THE SELECTMEN’S VIEWPOINT 


We the selectmen of Sugar Hill are elected by the people to act in the best interests of our town. 
“Our town” is the key phrase here and we as selectmen can only hope everything we do is correct. 
History will tell. Many controversial events took place in Sugar Hill in 1985. Some of the 
decisions made were not always 100% popular, but everything we did was carefully weighed 
hopefully to benefit Sugar Hill’s future. We constantly use state statutes, legal expertise and 
town agencies to make and justify our decisions. It must be remembered that we can only do 
what the state permits. Time and experience are important factors that make the selectmen’s 
office operate smoothly and efficiently. 


Since we are a constantly growing community, we encounter a continual barrage of problems. 
One such problem concerns our zoning laws. The planning board will have to revamp the 
existing laws and take into consideration the potential growth of Sugar Hill. Another problem is 
one of skyrocketing insurance rates which tax our budget to its’ limit. Since the insurance 
company rates are continually rising, we are seeking other options. Lawsuits brought against the 
town also constitute the problem of rising legal costs. As we all know, lawyers fees are exorbitant 
for a private individual and even more so for a town. We can only hope that individuals who sue 
the town take the time to think about the consequences to themselves and to their town before 
taking any legal action. We as selectmen are always willing to listen to problems and possible 
solutions but seldom do we have anyone other than the town clerk, town treasurer, selectmen’s 
secretary and selectmen attend our weekly meetings. We meet every Monday evening from 7:00 
to 9:00 p.m. and invite anyone with a problem, complaint or comment to come and talk with us. 


One final thought. It takes a great deal of time to learn the procedures of the selectmans’ 
position and these procedures cannot be easily conveyed in a single evening at the annual Town 
Meeting. We can only do our best to try to explain our thinking and final decisions. It is an honor 
and privilege to serve the Town of Sugar Hill and we sincerely hope we can live up to your 
expectations.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The North Country Library Co-op, of which the Richardson Memorial Library is a member, in 
conjunction with the White Mountain School and the New Hampshire Council on the 
Humanities, sponsored Bradford Smith, historian-in-residence, who as part of the North 
Country Historical Project developed several talk/slide shows on such topics as “Summer Folks- 
the Gilded Age,” “A Living from Logs,” “Ski Troops of the 10th Mountain Division,” and 
“Georgian to Gingerbread.” In the fall, the library and the Sugar Hill Historical Museum 
sponsored Brad Smith in a program at the Meeting House on “Lost Places; Abandoned Sites in 
the North Country.” 


The library continues to provide a story hour for the children from Crapo Memorial School 
who come to the library in good weather to charge out books and learn library procedures. The 
Librarian is concerned that more parents do not take advantage of introducing their children to 
the world of books and so help them develop a love for reading. The following poem is something 
to think about: 


THE READING MOTHER

You may have tangible wealth untold; 
Caskets of jewels and coffers of gold. 
Richer than I you can never be- 
I had a mother who read to me. 


With a very generous donation from the Willing Workers plus money received last year from 
the Sugar Hill Improvement Association, the library was able to purchase a much-needed 
catalog card file. The White Mountain Garden continued its yearly generous contribution which 
enabled the library to purchase gardening books and to plant a bush near the front porch. The 
library has free Polaroid cameras which may be charged out by patrons. These were donated by 
the Polaroid Corporation. 


Each year the library gives an award to a graduating high school senior from Sugar Hill in 
memory of Gladys Jesseman, former beloved Trustee. This year the Gladys Jesseman Memorial 
Award for $100.00 was given to Bruce Russell who is specializing in diesel engineering. 


This is my last annual report as I am retiring during the first part of 1986 after fourteen years 
as Librarian. These have been enjoyable and fruitful years serving the community. My greatest 
pleasure has been in meeting the townspeople, exchanging ideas with them, and trying to meet 
their needs. The patrons have been caring and warm people, who, by their support, made my 
illness easier to bear. My Assistant, Elaine Burpee, carried on capably until I was able to return 
to work, and she has my heartfelt thanks.

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CAROLINA CRAPO MEMORIAL FUND 


The year 1985 was marked by substantial gains in the Crapo Fund portfolio, and we are 
pleased to submit this annual report. It is designed to give you a clear idea of our investment 
strategy and a closer look at past performance. 


The trust fund as originally written by Henry Howland Crapo in September 1949 specified 
that seventy (70) shares of International Paper Company common stock (approximate value, 
$4,400.00) was to be prudently invested. Mr. Crapo stated that it be .... “allowed to accumulate 
until the Carolina Crapo School Building in that part of Lisbon, NH known as Sugar Hill, and 
which was given to the said district by the said Henry H. Crapo shall cease to be used for school 
purposes, and upon the happening of that event or at the expiration of fifty (50) years, which ever 
event shall first occur, then the income received from said accumulations shall be applied and 
used for the benefit of the Community of Sugar Hill.” 


It is possible that this fund might quintuple in size by 1999 and bring forth the opportunity for 
the enjoyment of a unique community enrichment program. 


The first thirty (30) years of Crapo Trust Fund supervision saw the original $4,400.00 grow 
into $63,804.00. Since 1978 the accumulations have grown to $90,913.00 in 1980 .... $103,938.00 in 
1982 .... and $135,740.00 in 1984. 


The value of the assets held as of December 31, 1985 is as follows and represents a total capital 
appreciation of 33.7% or $45,538.62 for the year 1985.

GRAFTON COUNTY SHERIFFS DEPARTMENT 


We are pleased to provide you with the cost figure for answering the 8123 line (Sugar Hill’s 
share), which is $373. This is an increase over last year, and is entirely due to a healthy increase 
in both valuation and phone calls handled. We used the same formula, however, as we have for 
the past 3 years. 


There was a 39% increase in calls handled for Sugar Hill, and a 21% increase in calls handled 
on the 8123 line for all towns combined.

As in the past, because of the help and cooperation that Chief Gary Young has given this 
department and the County, there is no charge for police phone answering. This year, that 
amounts to about $1,271.00

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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The volunteer fire department had another active year, responding to a total of 20 calls. 2 of 
these were major structure fires, 4 were chimney fires, 3 brush fires, 1 car fire (electrical), and 8 
false alarms. Our department has been averaging 12 members per call, and all members have 
been taking an active role. There are 18 firefighters in Sugar Hill. This is the strongest and most 
well-prepared fire service that the town has had in recent memory. 


That readiness is for a large part due to the department’s policy of late requiring one meeting 
per month for training. Participation is quite good, and a variety of firefighting techniques and 
areas of equipment use have been the basis for these drills. We have tried to drill in different 
locations to familarize all members with various water sources and other factors that might be 
involved with a fire throughout Sugar Hill. On occasion we have qualified instructors from 
outside the department come in to help with training on specific types of fires or certain 
equipment. 


In addition to our in-house training, the department requires each member to attend a one or 
two day State certified fire school. This year’s courses were held in Wells River, VT in May. 
Some of the subjects covered were the use of breathing apparatus, two and three man (short- 
handed) operations, building ventilation, ladders, use of portable pumps, and hazardous 
material fires. Completion of a course earns the participant credit towards state certification in 
firefighting. The problems encountered when fire strikes are many and varied; this training 
helps to ensure knowledgeable responses to many different situations. 


The mechanics in the department continue to do a fine job of keeping the equipment in top 
shape through regular maintenance. We are extremely pleased with the performance of the new 
diesel pumper. In several field tests, it has been able to provide water beyond its specifications 
and has proven to be a real work horse both in training and actual fire service. When we have 
been called on a mutual aid with our neighboring departments, Engine 3 has been the pumper of 
choice for providing a strong and reliable water supply. 


Work continues on the improvement of water sources in town. Efforts ranging from clearing 
brush to dredging have been and continue to be made for the purpose of providing accessible and 
reliable water supplies. Several ponds have been earmarked for work this coming year. 


We would like to remind everyone that state law requires smoke detectors in all rental units 
and new construction. If you would like any assistance or have questions about compliance with 
these regulations, please contact a member of the department. If you would like smoke detectors 
for your home, we can obtain them for you and advise you of their location and use.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires throughout our state than 
in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 1,605 fires were children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but 
only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be violated, call 
your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 
1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 
your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

Our summer program, run under the excellent leadership of Starcy Sullivan, Rick Simmons 
and Heidi Golden, attracted close to 100 area children. A schedule of planned activities is handed 
out each week for the next week so that the parents and children are always aware of what is 
going on. It is, however, up to the parents to check the schedule and decide if the activity is 
appropriate for their child’s age and ability. Our program employees are always happy to discuss 
this with the parent. The program is not a babysitting service. We do break for lunch and 
children must be picked up on time and always should come well prepared with proper 
equipment, snacks, drinks, etc. This particularly applies to day long hikes and bike rides. As 
always, the program consisted of Red Cross swim instruction, hikes, bike rides, arts and crafts 
and day trips. This year the children sponsored a very successful car wash and food sale to earn 
extra money for a special trip to Canoby Lake Park. All the advertising and work involved in this 
money raising event was done by the children. They are a very independent and self-motivated 
lot and needed very little adult supervision to make this event a huge success. 


Our skating program went very well with hockey and figure skating instruction being offered. 
There is also lots of rink time for free skating. This program is an important addition or 
alternative to the skiing program offered through the school

SUGAR HILL PLANNING BOARD 


The past year has been an active one what with a complete revision of our Zoning Ordinances, 
work on a master plan involving districting the Town, addressing the matter of mobile homes, 
investigating cluster development and the inevitable arrival of condominiums or at least request 
for such building procedure. 


Two major and four minor subdivisions and three boundary line adjustments have been 
reviewed and approved. The instigators of the Nason Farm development are to be commended 
for establishing five acre lots as a minimum size and for setting aside an acreage of common land 
for use by contiguous owners. The rural aspects of the land have been well preserved. 


Members of the Planning Board, the Selectmen and the Board of Adjustment attended legal 
seminars in the spring that were conducted by the North Country Council. The speakers, lawyers 
and a judge clearly demonstrated the need for careful restructuring of zoning ordinances to 
bring them in line with recent legislative actions. In todays ever increasing litigious atmosphere 
there is need for good definitions, a listing of permitted uses, as well as those requiring 
consideration by the Board of Adjustment. All matters pertaining to the zoning ordinances 
require a careful spelling out. That work is now underway. There will be announced hearings, a 
special meeting for approval and a complete review by our town attorney. Constructive ideas will 
be welcomed by the Planning Board. 


A committee of Streeter Pond residents is being formed as a way of monitoring the quality of 
the water in that pond and observing the effects of any development of adjacent lands. The 
Planning Board in concert with the town must be alert to the changes now apparent south of us 
and the pressures on our lands that will come. Reasonable and fair means of growth guidance 
should be set up and observed. 


Work on an updated master plan has been partially set aside what with the immediate priority 
of the zoning needs. Cluster development and condominium regulations will be studied in the 
coming year. Our land and its resources such as water, scenic views, forests, agricultural uses 
must be carefully preserved and treated as our most valued possession.
